gers,  Campus  Life  Director 
Mary  Popp  and  Minority 
Student  Counselor  Debbie 
Stokes. 

On  Wednesday,  Jean

Senate  proposes  student  ratings 
of  professor  performances

Saint  Joseph’s  students 
may  get  an  opportunity  to 
evaluate  their  professors’ 
performance  if  an  idea  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  Oct.  9  Student 
Senate  meeting  is  approved. 

Senators  proposed  stu¬ 
dents  All  out  questionnaires, 
rating  profs  and  their  re¬ 
spective  courses  on  a  num¬ 
ber  scale.  Published  in  a 
booklet,  the  evaluation  could 
help  inform  students  (mainly 
incoming  freshman)  of  the 
quality  of  teaching  and 
courses  and  aid  them  in 
scheduling  classes.  Those 
supporting  the  proposal 
suggested  the  booklet  would 


provide  students  with  docu¬ 
mented  information  rather 
than  just  “Puma  rumor". 

Other  senators  expresed 
concerns  over  the  true  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  this  type  of  publi¬ 
cation.  Some  thought  it  might 
only  serve  as  a  chance  for 
students  to  get  back  at  unfa¬ 
vored  profs.  Another  concern 
was  the  cost  that  the  publi¬ 
cation  would  entail.  No  ac¬ 
tion  was  taken. 

In  other  business,  the 
senate  voted  to  provide  $400 
toward  the  addition  of  a  new 
cable  station  for  WPUM-TV. 
The  Communications  De¬ 
partment  has  estimated  the 
addition  would  cost  $1,200. 


Student  Association  Presi¬ 
dent  Trish  Leurk  said  the 
senate  contribution  would 
demonstrate  the  SA..’s  pos- 
itve  involvement  with  the 
campus  academically. 

Student  activities  dis¬ 
cussed  in  the  meeting  in¬ 
cluded: 

—  Oct.  23  senior  party. 
There  will  be  two  senior  par¬ 
ties  a  month,  with  two  kegs 
allowed  at  each  party.

“We  sell  several  items  with 
a  10  percent  discount  off  the 
manufacturers’  retail  price. 
We  offer  Yellow  Tag  Specials 
as  temporary  price  reduc¬ 
tions.  We...” 

Stop  the  press!  Who  was 
that?  That  was  Pick  ‘n  Save, 
the  hot  spot  grocery  shop  that 
opened  Sept.  28. 

The  name  "Pick  ’n  Save” 
is  not  at  all  deceiving.  By 
picking  up  just  about  any  item 
on  the  shelf,  one  can  find  that 
the  price  is  lower  than  the 
rival  Wilco  grocery  store 
down  the  road. 

A  12-can  case  of  Pepsi 
costs  only  $3.18  at  Pick  ‘n 
Save,  while  at  Wilco  the  same 
product  costs  $4.79.  An  8.2 
oz.  tube  of  Crest  costs  $2.15 
at  the  saving  store  and  $2.76 
at  Wilco.  Whether  it  be 
snacks,  personal  items,  or 
whatever.  Pick  ‘n  Save  of¬ 
fers  the  lowest  prices  in  the 
Saint  Joe  buying  area, 
even  begin  to  tell  all  of  Pick 
’n  Save’s  attractions.  It  has  a 
soft  frozen  yogurt  self-serve 
that  dispenses  two  flavors  at 
$1.98  per  pound.  The  flavors 
vary  every  so  often,  from 
French  vanilla  and  juicy 
pineapples  to  cherry  cheese¬ 
cake  and  chocolate  to  others. 


Toppings  include  candy  cov¬ 
ered  chocolate,  nuts, 
sprinkles  and  more. 

Another  feature  is  the 
“soup  of  the  day”  stand.  Three 
or  four  different  kinds  of  soup 
are  sold  for  $  1 .58  per  pound. 

Video  rental  centers  in 
grocery  stores  seem  popular 
now,  but  the  video  center  at 
Pick  ‘n  Save  is  a  little  dif¬ 
ferent  from  most  others.  All 
new  releases  are  rented  for 
$1.58,  and  all  other  titles 
are  rented  for  98  cents. 
Wilco's  new  releases  are 
rented  for  $2.49,  the  regu¬ 
lar  movies  are  two  for  $3. 
and  kids’  movies  are  99  cents. 
With  such  a  difference  in 
price,  one  might  conclude  that 
Wilco  must  have  a  much  big¬ 
ger  selection:  however,  the 
two  stores  seem  to  have  about 
the  same  number  of  movies 
from  which  to  choose. 

Lastly,  Pick  ‘n  Save  has  a 
n  obvious  asset ,  and  that  is  its 
location.  Especially  for  those 
without  a  car,  it  is  much 
easier  to  just  walk  across 
Hwy.  231  from  the  campus  to 
buy  groceries.  Plus,  it’s  open 
24-hours-a-day.

Barrientos  was  named

Lakes  Valley  Tournament.  “To 
be  recognized  by  my  contem¬ 
poraries  like  that  is  a  great 
honor,”  he  said.  “Still,  it 
wasn't  all  me.  I  have  to  thank 
coach  Larry  Carter,  our  team 
condition  coordinator.  He  put 
in  a  great  deal  of  work  and 
time.  He  showed  extreme 
dedication.  His  hard  work 
combined  with  the  terrific 
spirit  showed  by  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  team  made  myjob 
easy.” 

The  best  effort  of  theason 
was  put  out  in  the  tourna¬ 
ments  the  team  played  against 
the  University  of  Indianapo¬ 
lis  and  Bellarmine  Univer¬ 
sity  in  Louisville.

Men's  soccer  team 
mired  in  slump, 
loses  three  of  four

With  one  league  game,  a 
trip  to  Florida  and  the  GLVC 
Tournament  remaining,  the 
Saint  Joe  men’s  soccer  team 
has  an  overall  record  of  6- 1 1 
and  a  conference  record  of  3- 
3.  The  team  has  failed  to 
sustain  a  mid-season  surge 
in  which  the  Pumas  won  five- 
of-seven  contests.  In  their  last 
five  games,  the  Pumas  man¬ 
aged  only  a  single  win. 

The  team  bounced  back 
from  a  6- 1  loss  at  Bethel  on 
Oct.  3  with  a  3-1  win  over 
conference  rival  Indianapolis 


three  days  later.  Sophomore 
Glen  Johnson  provided  the 
offensive  punch  with  a  pair 
of  goals. 

On  Oct .  9 .  Valparaiso  came 
to  town  and  escaped  with  a  3- 
2  victory.  The  score  was  tied 
at  two  after  regulation,  and 
Valpo  scored  the  deciding  goal 
six  minutes  into  overtime. 

After  weekend  road  losses 
to  conference  opponents  Bel¬ 
larmine  (2-1)  and  North¬ 
ern  Kentucky  (3-2),  the 
Pumas  have  a  three-game 
losing  streak  going  into  the 
last  two  weeks  of  the  season. 
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Saint  Joseph's  College 


trying  to  satisfy  trustees, 
parents,  donors,  students, 
employees  and  others  —  all 
with  different  perspectives  on 
how  the  college  should  oper¬ 
ate.  He  noted  that  he  meets 
daily  with  his  vice  presidents 
to  jointly  tackle  problems. 

As  Director  of  Student 
Welfare  from  1948-1952,  Fr. 
Charles  Robbins  spear¬ 
headed  the  idea  that  Saint 
Joseph’s  students  should 
have  direct  participation  in 
development  and  enforce¬ 
ment  of  discipline.  He  was 
registrar  from  1953-1982,  as 
well  as  Director  of  Admis¬ 
sions  from  1953-1962.  Along 
with  juggling  these  two  posi¬ 
tions,  he  taught  Latin  and 
Greek. 

Fr.  Banet  praised  him  as  a 
man  of  service,  adding  that  it 
was  only  after  Fr.  Robbins’ 
joint  term  that  Admissions 
duties  were  separated  from 
the  registrar’s  office.  "It  took 
two  people  to  replace  him 
once  he  retired." 

Even  in  retirement,  Fr. 
Robbins  is  devoting  time  to 
the  college.  He  serves  on  the 
centennial  celebration  com¬ 
mittee  and  is  updating  a  chro¬ 
nology  of  the  history  he  origi¬ 
nally  wrote  in  1983.  “This 
book  is  not  a  mere  listing  of 
dates  and  events,”  he  noted. 
“The  book  offers  continuity 
and  perspective  of  intertwin¬ 
ing  occurrences.  ”  Since  many 
changes  have  taken  place  in 
the  college,  and  he  has  per¬ 
sonally  experienced  this  his¬ 
tory,  he  feels  he  is  well  suited 
for  the  task  than  others.  And , 
Fr.  Robbins’  added,  he  is 
“happy  with  his  work.” 

Fr.  Edward  Roof  taught 
Latin  at  Saint  Joseph’s  from 
1929  to  1976  and  was  ath¬ 
letic  director  for  most  of  the 
1930s,  ’40s  and  ’50s.  In  1944, 
he  highlighted  his  perform¬ 
ance  by  getting  the  Chicago 
Bears  to  come  to  Saint  Joe  for 
summer  training  camp. 
“Actually,  Pat  Sage  of  the 
Halas  Sporting  Goods  Store 
—  the  place  I  used  to  buy 
equipment  —  in  Chicago 
started  the  idea.  I  j  ust  brought 
it  up  among  the  administra¬ 
tion,”  he  said.  In  1951  Fr. 
Roof  was  instrumental  in 
promoting  and  financing  the 
college’s  permanent  football 
bleachers.

Priests  celebrate

Three  priests  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College  will  celebrate  a 
cumulative  150  years  in  the 
priesthood  Oct.  21 

College  President  Charles 
Banet,  C.PP.S.,  will  observe 
his  40th  anniversary  of  ordi¬ 
nation,  Charles  Robbins, 

C.PP.S.  marks  his  50th  year 
and  Edward  Roof,  C.PP.S.,  is 
celebrating  his  60th  year. 

Fr.  Banet  received  his  de¬ 
gree  in  library  science  from 
the  University  of  Michigan  in 
1951  and  later  became  head 
librarian  Saint  Joseph’s.  Af¬ 
ter  presiding  as  assistant  to 
former  President  Fr.  Raphael 
Gross,  Fr.  Banet  became  the 
14th  president  of  the  college. 

He  has  held  this  position  for 
25  years,  the  longest  term  of 
any  current  college  president 
in  Indiana  and  one  of  the  long¬ 
est  terms  among  presidents 
of  American  Catholic  colleges. 

He  said  the  highlights  of 
his  years  include  his  financ¬ 
ing  to  initiate  the  Core  pro¬ 
gram,  his  working  with  a  legal 
council  to  place  laymen  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
clarification  of  relations  be¬ 
tween  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
and  Calumet  Center  result¬ 
ing  in  the  Center  becoming  a 
separate  institution  in  1973. 

“I  never  thought  I’d  be  any¬ 
thing  but  a  priest,"  he  stated. 

“I  never  thought  I  was  the 
right  one  for  this  job.  After 
seeing  enough  growth, 
though,  you  feel  you’ve  done 
something  with  your  life.” 

The  recognition  of  being 
both  a  priest  and  college  presi¬ 
dent  allows  him  freedom  to 
express  opinions  on  issues 
and  moral  values  that  secu¬ 
lar  college  presidents  shy  from 
politically,  he  said.  The  most 
difficult  aspect  of  his  job.  ac¬ 
cording  to  Fr.  Banet,  is  hav¬ 
ing  to  be  “on  call”  constantly.

Professor  doubles  as  park  ranger

William  S.  Millar  is  one  of 
the  new  professors  on  the 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  cam¬ 
pus.  Millar  teaches  Human 
Services,  Core  I  and  helps 
supervise  a  Human  Service 
practicum. 

Millar  attended  a  number 
of  schools  including  Alma 
University  in  Michigan,  from 
which  he  received  his  bache¬ 
lor’s  degree  in  psychology, 
Union  College  in  New  York, 
and  the  University  of  Michi¬ 
gan,  where  he  earned  his 
master’s  degree  in  social 
work.  He  also  did  some  gradu¬ 
ate  work  at  Wayne  State  Uni¬ 
versity,  computer  work  at 
Washington  State  and  attended 
law  school.  “I  have  a  mug  at 
home  from  every  school  that 
I’ve  either  attended  or  taught 
at,”  he  said. 

Millar  has  had  a  multitude 
of  jobs.  He  has  been  a  Yellow¬ 
stone  Park  ranger,  taught 
social  work  and  business  law, 
and  was,  at  one  time,  a  law¬ 
yer.  Millar's  first  teaching 
j  ob  was  at  the  College  of  Saint 


Theresa  in  Minnesota,  an  all¬ 
women’s  school.  He  was 
president  of  the  faculty. 

Currently,  Millar’s  work 
has  focused  on  teaching.  Core 
I,  he  said,  “..is  a  real  plus. 
I’m  enjoying  it.  Since  I'm 
new,  I’m  reading  Core  books 
for  the  first  time  with  the 
students.  All  the  material  is 
fresh  in  my  mind,  which 
helps.  I’m  always  learning 
new  things." 

Millar  is  also  concentrat¬ 
ing  on  family.  Tmjustaquiet 
family  guy,  I  guess,"  he  said. 
His  wife,  Nancy,  is  a  student 
in  accounting  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s.  (She  already  has  a 
bachelor’s  degree  in  science 
from  Michigan  State  and  at 
one  time  worked  for  NASA.) 
Consequently,  Millar  and  his 
family  spend  a  great  deal  of 
time  on  campus.  “The  cam¬ 
pus  offers  many  things  for 
the  kids  to  do,"  he  said.  “When 
the  play  was  going  on  a  few 
weeks  ago,  I  brought  the  kids 
on  Friday  night,  and  they 
liked  it  so  much  we  went  Sat¬ 
urday,  too.  I’d  much  rather 


have  them  doing  this  kind  of 
thing  than  watching  T.V. 
Right  now,  we  don’t  even  have 
a  television  in  our  house.” 

Millar  decided  to  teach  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  for  a  number 
of  reasons.  “The  size  is  nice. 
It  really  helps  me  to  focus  on 
teaching,  which  I  prefer.  I 
also  like  to  teach  the  combi¬ 
nation  of  Human  Services  and 
Core  1. 1  like  the  variety.  Plus, 
out  here  I’m  close  to  my  rela¬ 
tives,”  he  said. 

Right  now,  Millar  said  he 
wants  to  “settle  down.”"The 
goal  is  to  stay.  Still,  1  love  to 
travel.  I’d  like  to  take  the 
family  to  Florida  yet  and 
maybe  work  in  Alaska.  I’d 
also  like  to  go  overseas  if  I  get 
the  chance.  What  is  most  im¬ 
portant  right  now,  though,  is 
to  make  sure  the  kids  get 
some  stability,”  he  added. 

Millar  intends  to  be  active 
in  community  service  to  Rens¬ 
selaer.  “This  weekend  I  took 
time  out  to  give  six  talks  to 
science  classes  at  the  ele¬ 
mentary  school  and  also 
coached  soccer,"  he  said. 


at  Saint  Joseph’s  Fr.  Roof 
surprisingly  stated  he  “never 
wanted  to  come  here.  “I 
planned  cn  being  in  the  mis¬ 
sions.  But,  when  they  (the 
Society  of  the  Precious  Blood 
religious  order)  sent  you 
someplace,  you  went.”  He 
added  that  he  has  no  regrets, 
however,  because  being  at 
Saint  Joe  gave  him  such  op¬ 
portunities  as  being  a  friend 
of  George  Halas  and  a  con¬ 
tributor  to  an  intramural 
team  for  the  Catholic  League 
in  the  Midland  Conference. 
He  also  relished  experienc¬ 
ing  a  26-game  winning  streak 
in  football  under  Coach  Jo¬ 
seph  Dienhart. 

Each  of  the  three  anniver¬ 
sary  celebrants  praised  the 
other  two  for  their  dedication 
to  the  college.  They  empha¬ 
sized  the  good  times,  yet 
regarded  the  “struggles,”  as 
Fr.  Roof  pointed  out,  as  fac¬ 
tors  of  growth  too.  President 
Banet  stressed  “Racism, 
besides  the  militant  stand  in 
the  '60s,  was  the  most  terri¬ 
fying  thing  to  happen  here. 
We  cannot  live  with  it  in  our 
community  again.”
